By 
rock  cutting,  fills,  tunnels,  trestles  and 
bridges  a  substantial  roadbed  has  been 
constructed  by  hoth  companies.  It  is 
no  easy  task  to  build  railways  in  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  owing  to  the  high  moun- 
tain ranges  which  shut  off  all  ap- 
proaches to  the -sea,  except  by  way  p< 
river  canyons  and  through  mountain 
ranges. 

The  task  of  tne  rival  builders  of  the 
C.  P.  R.  and  the  C.  N.  R.  In  the  Brit- 
ish Columbia  section  of  the  transcon- 
tinental section  has  been  very  much 
the  same  and  yet  different.  With  the 
former  the  idea  was  to  make  rail  .con- 
nection With  tidewater,  and  that  being 
done,  to  reduce  the  gradients  and 
curves,  strengthen  bridges  and  improve 
the  foodbed  In  the  course  of  time.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  Canadian  Northern 
i  ngtneers  wore  .confronted  with  the  task 
of  at  once  constructing  a  line  which, 
from  the  outset,  would  be  a  fitting 
competitor  to  the  older  road.  They 
have   succeeded  In  the   task.

IS  C0M1NDED 


Resolutions  Make  No  Progress 
in  Committee — FurtherCon- 
sideration  Is  Deferred  Until 
Monday  Next, 


OTTAWA,  May  'JO.— The  House  spent 
most  of  the  day  in  committee  on  the 
C.  N.  R.  resolutions,  but  no  apparent 
headway  was  made.  The  first  of  the 
clauses  was  still  under  discussion  when 
the  adjournment  was  taken  at  11 
o'clock. 

It  was  agreed  that  consideration  of 
the  resolutions  would  not  be  resumed 
until  MJonday.  Other  business  will  be 
taken  up  at  the  Friday  and  Saturday 
sessions.  On  Thursday.  iwMnff  Ascen- 
sion Day,  the  House  will  not  meet. 

The  flrst  clause  of  the  resolution  Is 
one  declaring  that  it  is  desirable  that 
a  guarantee  of  $45,000,000  should  be 
given  to  tho  C.  N.  R.  It  gave  a  scope 
for  a  wide  range  of  discussion,  with 
the  result  that  all  phases  of  the  Gov- 
ernment's proposals  were  under  review. 

On  the  Opposition  side  the  criticism 
was  largely  in  the  hands  of  Hon.  Wm. 
Pugsley,  who  was  in  the  House  for  the 
first  time  in  several,  weeks,  The  ex- 
Minister  had  a  large  number  of  differ- 
ences of  opinion  with  Premier  Borden 
and   Hon.   Arthur  Meighcn. 

What    Liberals    Did. 

Mr.  Pugsley  maintained  that  Mac- 
kenzie &  Mann  are  very  rich,  and  tnat 
tiny  should  be  called  on  to  put  up 
some,  of  their  securities  Other  than 
those  relating  to  the  C  N.  R.  Premier 
Borden  retorted  that  they  had  not  been 
asked  to  do  this  when  the  Liberals 
gave  them  aid.  Under  the  Liberal 
legislation  they  had  -maHtled  for 
claims  amounting  to  millions  for  ser- 
vices rendered,  and  these,  they  have 
cancelled  under   the   present  agreement. 

Sir  Wilfrid  Lauricr  retorted  that 
during  the  past  two  years,  when  the

He  returned  to  Spangle,  and  while 
tilling  his  automobile  tank  his  pas- 
sengers told  hint  to  hurry.  The  robbers 
had  seen  Newton  leave  the  bank. 
Baughan  was  forced  to  start  up  his 
machine  attd  go  out  of  Spangle  at  full 
speed  with  the  bandits  shooting  In  all 
directions.  No  residents  of  the  town 
were  injured,  but  windows  in  the  build- 
ings on  the  main  street  were  broken.

there  are  fifteen  tunnels  there**  alone, 
aggregating  8,321  feet  The  rock  la 
mostly  granite,  and  hluff  follows  bluff, 
all  with  almost  perpendicular  faces, 
running  to  about  ."i.OOO  feet  above  the 
river. 

The  British  Columbia  section  of  the 
Canadian  Northern  would  have  been 
completed  by  this  time  but  for  two 
reasons,  first,  the  I.  W.  W.  strike  Of 
two  years  ago.  which  held  up  the  work 
for  several  months,  and  later  the  laok 
of  funds  to  keep  the  work  going  at  full 
pressure.  At  present  many  of  the 
construction  gangs  are  laid .  off.  The. 
company,  while  faced  with  the  problem 
of  beginning  where  the  C.  P.  R.  has 
left  off.  in  the  matter  of  an  improved 
line,  also  found  the  cost  of  materials 
and  labor  much  greater  than  tbe  build- 
ers of  tha  pioneer  transcontinental 
line. 

Kecord  of  Construction 

Construction    wis   begun   from     Port 
Mann    to   Hope   in  July,   mo.   a  little 
less  than  four  years  ago:  from  Hope  to 
Kamloops  in  August,  1911;  from  Kam- 
loops to  Birch  Island  in  October,   1911, 
and   from  Birch  Island  to   the  Yellow- 
head    Pass   In    May,    1912,    The     total 
length  of  the  British  Columbia  section 
Is    495    miles.    In    that    distance    thero 
ere  only   twenty-two  miles  of  adverse 
grade.     Grading     has     been     completed 
almost  the  entire  stretoh  through  this 
Province,  while  steel  has  been  laid  on 
about    three-fourths   of   the   entire  .dis- 
tance.   Several  big  steel    bridges    have 
to  be  completed,  this  work  being  done 
by   the    Dominion   Bridge   Company,    of 
Montreal.

The  sooner  such  aid  is  granted  the  bet- 
ter for  the  Dominion  as  a  whole.  The 
contractors  are  able  to  put  2,000  men 
in  the  field  immediately*  They  have  the 
plant  and  the  material  assembled  to 
rush  the  road  to  completion.  This 
would  mean  work  for  the  unemployed, 
which  is  a  very  important  matter  to 
Western  Canada  at  the  present  time, 
and  to  a  great  extent  the  prosperity  of 
Western  Canada  depends  on  the  early 
completion  of  the  system.  The  West 
has  been  waiting  for  many  years  for 
a  competitive  line. 

While  there  may  be  adverse  criticism 
regarding  the  policy  of  the  MnBride 
Government  with  regard  to  aiding  this 
big  undertaking,  it  is  a  safe  prediction 
that  in  five  years'  time  the  people  Of 
the. Dominion  will  have  as  much  to  say 
in  eulogy  of  Sir  Richard  McBride  and 
the  building  of  the  Canadian  Northern, 
as  far  as j  applies  to  the  Province  ot 
British  Columbia,  as  they  have  had  to 
say  'of  Lord  Strathcotta.

The  Victoria    Naval    Volunteers    will 
have  the  satisfaction   of   knowing  that 
they  have  been  responsible  for  Initiating 
a.  movement  which  is  now    to    become 
Canadian-wide,  and  which,  we  have  little 
doubt,    will    prove   a    highly   important 
factor  In.  strengthening    the    desire    of 
Canadians  to  participate  In  Imperial  de- 
fence.

The  scientific  world,  and.  indeed,  all 
persons,  who  mite  an  Interest  in  the 
progress  of  science,  have  been  expecting 
the  announcement  made  recently,  that 
an  Italian  chemist  has  discovered  how 
to  explode  explosives  at  a  distance  by 
the  use  of  what  are  called  ultra-violet 
rays.  Our  eyes  are  only  able  to  detect 
certain  of  the  rays  Into  which  light  Is 
divisible,  but  it  has  long  been  known 
that  other  rays  exist  The  accepted 
theory  of  light  is  that  it  is  due  to 
undulations  of  the  ether.  These  un- 
dulations,  or  waves,  are  of  varying 
length,  ;  the  shortest  that  the  eye  can 
recognise  being  those  thai  produce 
violet,  and  the  longest  those  that  pro- 
duce red.  Others  exist  and  have  their 
effects,  but  the  eye  alone  cannot  detect 
them. 

It  seems  evident  that,  if  the  Italian 
chemist's  demonstration  can  bo  turned 
to  practical  use,  the  whole  art  of  war 
will  be  revolutionised,  if  the  am- 
munition in  the  magazine  of  a  war- 
ship can  be  exploded  whUe  the  ship  Is 
yet  miles  away  from  a  point  which  she 
wishes  to  attack,  of  what  possible  use 
can  a  navy  bet  And  what  is  true  of 
navies  would  be  true,  although  to  a 
less  degree,  of  armies.  If  Mr.  Car- 
negie wishes  to  strike  a  blow  for  peace,' 
be  could  not  do  so  more  effectively 
than  to  buy  an  old  battleship,  fill  up 
tier  magazine  with  explosives,  send 
her  out  to  sea,  and,  after  her  crew  have 
all  got  safely  away,  let  this  chemist 
blow  her  up.  Sailormen  the  world  over 
are  plucky  fellows.  They  will  go 
against  anything  in  sight  but  would 
'they  take  chances  against  an  invisible 
and  irresistible  force  coming  out  of  the 
air  and  sending  their  ship  to  the 
bottom  T

Mayor  Stewart  and  Alderman 
Cuthbett,  the  latter  chairman  o*  thu 
Council  Brkit,.  Committee,  waited  upon 
Sir  Richard  McBrld©  in  connection  with 
tli.  preliminary  plans  of  the  structure. 
The  agreement  has  been  dialled  and 
ri  Ferred  to  the  other  parties,  but  ac- 
companylng  the  agreement  must  i.e  a 
draft  plan  of  the  structure.  It  was 
with  regard  to  thif  plan  that  yester- 
day's   conference    was    held; 

The  proposal  to  make  the  bridge  a 
single  span  structure  with  a  clear 
opening  of  130  feet  has  received  the 
approval  of  the.  parties,  as  it  is  felt 
tbat  an  opening  uf  that  width  will  be 
ample  for  all  purposes  of  navigation. 
The  single  leaf  instead  of  the  two  ' 
t>po  of  lift  will,  the  experts  poin*  out, 
be  easier  to  operute  and  more  econo- 
mical. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  have  all  par- 
to  the  arrangement  approve  of  the 
type  of  structure.  It  is  with  this  idea 
that  the  plans  are  now  about,  to  be 
prepared.  The  sanction  of  the  Federal 
authorities  to  the  plan  will  also  be

calling  for  tenders,  etc.,  will  be  done 
by  the  city,  which  will  supervise  tlie 
-work  of  construction  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Government  engineers.

The  Beaver  sailed  from  London  on 
August  2f».  1835,  in  command  of  CApt.

Capt.  Darby 
commanding,  .acting  as  her  consort 
far  us  the  Columbia  Kiver.  Tin-  Beaver 
was  rigged  as  a  brig,  with  her  paddles 
unshipped,  lor  the  passage  out.  Sho 
cann  round  Hie  Horn  under  sail  alone 
and  arrived  at  the  mouth  of  the  f'oliim- 
bia  River  on  March  IS.  1836,  finally 
reaching  Fort  Vancouver  oh  April  io, 
having  taken  over  seven  months  to 
make  the  voyage.  Hen-  her  paddles 
were  shipped  and  boilers  and  engines 
connected.  In  this 'age  or  rapid -transit, 
■with  the  palatial  Princesses  Of  ttii

of  the  continent,  it  is  Interesting  to  re- 
call, remarks  Mr.  Scholefield;  thai  the 
engines  of  the  Beaver  were  capable  of

The  Beaver  ended  her  career  by  run- 
ning ashore  on  the  rocks  at  Prospect 
Point,  at  the  entrance  of  Vancouver 
Harbor  on  .Ttiiy  26.  1S88,  fifty-three 
years  after  her  arrival  at  the  Coast. 
Here  she  lay  for  some  years  and  was 
always  an  object  Of  Interest  to  every- 
one on  board  ships  which  passed  In  and 
out  or  the  harbor  Some  few  years  ago 
the   remains   of   the   hull   were  removed;

A  Difficult  Occupation 
The  following  .paragraph  from  a 
lecture  to  the  girls  of  a  Boston  high 
school  by  an  expert,  Miss  Anna  C. 
Hedges,  .in.' household,  science,  gives  a 
reason  for  what  is  known  as  the  domes- 
tie  problem,  the  truth  of  which  should 
bo  more  generally  acknowledged.  Miss 
iq;es  said:  -'Most  girls  haven't  the 
brains  to  do  housework:  they  would 
rather  go  into  the  factories  and  do  the 
same  things  over  and  over.  Housework 
Is  unsocial,  and  girls  are  gregarious. 
The  real  reason  why  housework  is  left 
to  colored  girls,  who  can't  get  into 
any  other  work,  is  that  girls  pr. 
work  whore  the  bundle  that  they  have 
to  fluish  is  handed  out  to  them  and  no 
initiative  is  required.  .  .  .  We  must 
leave  the  next  generation  to  develop 
workers,  who  will  demand  varied  work.'' 
Few  women,  and,  perhaps,  fewer  men, 
realize  how  much  ability  is  needed  by 
the   hou.  ei       it  is  a  simple   thing, 

in  comparison  with  the  management  of 
a  hprne,  where  the  needs  of  a  husband 
and  little  children  must  be  attended  to. 
to  operate  a  typewriter,  to  wait  at  ■ 
counter,  or  to  do  most  of  the  things 
which' are' -embraced,  under  the  head  of 
women's  work.  The  teacher  alone  has 
a  task  of  similar  difficulty  and 
responsibility*  but  even  sho  has  a  nar- 
rower  range   of  duties. 

Ami  y.d.  even  women  themselves, 
who  should  understand  what  (s  required, 
are  willing-  to  entrust  such  work  to 
girls  that  are  quite  untrained,  it  is  too 
often  the  dull  gin  of  the  family  that 
Is  kept  at  home  to  help  her  mother,  and 
who,  when  she  is  thrown  on  her  own 
uree»,  must  mako  her  living  by

Is  it  any  wonder  that  women  are 
badly  served?  Instead  of  choosing  the 
brightest  of  girls  for  work  in  the  home, 
and  training  them  carefully  in  the  art 
Of  domestic  management,  we  send  our 
"ted  daughters*  to  the  hospital,  the 
school,    the   offi< ■-  aerbaps,   one   of 

the  professions,  and  taV'  into  our 
bomes  to  be  the  companions  of  our 
children,  'and  our  own  assistants,  tho 
ignorant  and   the  stupid.

er,  or  the  young  women  who  have  been 
trained  :iv»v  Mrom  the  home  would 
heyer  i  abl  to  take  (tare  of  their 
ilea,  to  eoolc  the  meals,  to  keep  their 
bouses  In  order,  and  at.  the  same  lime 
to  he  real  helpmates  to  their  husbands.

°lr,- --Education  In  all  branclie*  Is 
ailing  in  British  Columbia,  and  one 
direction,  for,  though  a  large  nunfber 
fifclent  are  now  to  reap  the  benefit 
of  such  education  as  they  are'  able  to 
receive).  This*  is  ft  atop  in  the  right 
direction,  for  though  a  large  number 
of  those  who  are  not  in  full  posses- 
sion of  their  faculties  may  never  be- 
come entirely  self-supporting;,  yet  they 
will,  at  least,  be  raised  to  a  higher 
plane  than  they  would  otherwise  at- 
tain  If  they  received  no  education  at 
all,  or  only  that  which  le  given  to  the 
average,  boy  or  girl,  and  which  the  men- 
tally deficient  would  be  Incapable  of 
assimilating. 

Of  course  for  many  years  excellent 
work  has  been  done  for  the  mentally 
deficient  and  epileptic  In  both  ISngland 
and  the  Vnlted  States,  but  the  school 
WTncrrtB  sncrtTy  to  Tie  oPe'iTgfl  in  Brit.' 
Ish  Columbia  will  be  the  first  one  of 
the   kind    In    the   whole   of   Canada. 

The  question  or  tho  teacher  selected 
l«  of  the  greatest  importance.  It  is 
"essehUaT  that  "he  or  "she  ahoulif  be  es- 
pecially equipped  for  and  experienced 
in  the  work.  Has  the  fact  that  a 
teacher  is  required  been  sufficiently 
advertised  by  our  local  education  au- 
thorities? It  is  whispered  that  an  Amer- 
ican is  to  be  appointed  to  the  post.

,  One  feels  that  there  Is  a  prevalent 
idea  (amongst  tho  old  timers  especially), 
that  education  in  Knglatui  \h  Where  It 
was  thirty  or  forty  year*.' -.ago,  If  In- 
deed it.  has  not  retrograded  flu  ring  that 
iiciinil.  Saw,  Iti  Hue  thing  at  least,  our 
"effete"  old  country  in  making  great 
progrwa,  and  that  is  ip  the- matter  of 
education.  AU  ■  class**  of  "the  com- 
munity, are  compelled  to  receive  tuition 
according;  to  their  individual  require? 
merits.  The  school  hours  are  five  or 
six  hours'  per  day  for  the  average 
child,  whilst  the  Wind,  deaf  and  dumb, 
men  tally  deficient  and  epileptic  attemi 
Special  HChOois  either  g*  hoarders  (this 
particularly  as  regards  .the  blind  and 
rioaf  and  dumb),  or  as  day  pupils. 

Whilst  allowing  that  the  United 
Is  also  one  of  the  foremost  coun- 
tries  In  educational  matters,  still,  a* 
Canada  Is  a  British  Dominion — it  incic- 
ly  behoves  us  to  see' 'that  'the  rising 
itlon  should  be  educated  on  Brit- 
ish  lines,  and  that  If  Canadian  tench,  is 
cannot  he  supplied  in  all  cases,  he 
glven^  to  qualified  ICagllsh   teachers.

CuwiUuil,  including  TH*  Indian  Ke- 
serves  therein,  in  the  Province  of 
British  Colombia,  do  hereby  order 
that  all  dogs  within  the  said  Electoral 
District  must  either  be  securely 
chained-  in  an  TOthouie  <jF~5fher 
building,     or     kept     under     lock     and 

key,  or  kept  constantly  muzzled  with 
effective  metallic  muzzles  in  a 
manner  satisfactory  to  the  vet- 
erinary inspectors  of  this  De- 
partment. In  view  of  the  fact 
that  rabies  is  readily  transmitted 
to  human  beings,  the  attention  of  all 
Provincial  and  Municipal  officers  is 
specially  directed  to  this  order,  and 
llicir  co-operation  in  its  enforcement 
is  earnestly  requested.
